Nuernberg Gets 
Worst Pasting 
Of War; Upsets 
Boast Of Nazi

London, Aug. 28 (AP)—Immense 
formations of British bombers said 
by coastal observers to bn the great* 
est force ever sent over Germany 
bashed Nuernberg last night, throw­ 
ing down hundreds of torus of ex­ 
plosives on that southern German 
industrial city and center of Nazi­ 
dom. 
Tile Air Ministry catted it a “very I 
heavy attack*'—which meant that 
the British threw In an assault in­ 
tended virtually to obliterate the 
targets. 
It wax a night of wide operations 
from this great air base—with Mos­ 
quito attacks on the Buhr, Fighter 
and Intruder sweeps against rail­ 
ways and Axis airfields in France 
and the low countries. Thirty-three 
British bombers were lost. 
1,100 M ile Jaunt 
The Nazi-controlled Vichy radio 
reported the BAF was over North­ 
ern France again this morning, but 
there was no confirmation of this.

ed on a colossal scale Monday night. 
and with fire and bursting steel last 
night* raid answered the declara­ 
tion by Nazi Labor Chief Robert 
Ley: 
' Owing to Its formidable position, 
Nuernberg is well-protected against 
air attacks ” 
It was a round-trip flight of about 
1.100 mites—on operation of such 
tremendous forces as to stir the 
whole of England and particularly 
coastal watchers who heard the un­ 
broken. muted growl of bomber en­ 
gines for mote than

hours. 
There was wide unofficial agreement 
that the RAF never before had 
thrown so much at the enemy across 
the channel at one time. 
45.000 Homeless 
Nuernberg, Which has great Diesel 
plants and

works, plainly had Joined Berlin on 
th'* list of German cities to get the 
Hamburg treatment, It was last hit

In the August IO raid about 1.500 
tons of high explosives and incendi­ 
aries were dropped on the city.

A Canadian group formed part of 
the Nuernberg force and two Ca­ 
nadian bombers were reported miss­ 
ing. Canadian Mosquito planes also 
participated last night in sorties over 
France and the low countries. 
Tile German radio in a second 
broadcast claimed that 43 British 
planes were shot down over Nuern­ 
berg saying that "this number Is 
expected to be Increased." It added 
that “damage was done to buildings 
and the population .suffered losses."

A third series of Nazi bulletins— 
they were Issued as thickly as on 
the day after the last Berlin attack 
upped the figure of British plane 
lasses to “at least 62.*’ 
Berlin spoke of "American terror 
planes’* participating with tile Brit­ 
ish on the raid, but there was noth­ 
ing in London to suggest that the 
American air force actually took 
part. 
Shortly before Uie British forma­ 
tions swept out, U. S. Eighth Air 
Force Flying Fortresses, Marauders 
and fighters returned from large 
scale attacks against Axis airfields 
in France. 
Sixteen enemy fighters 
were reported destroyed in this day­ 
light foray. 
Nuernberg, in southeast Germany, 
525 miles from Britain, lias been 
raided seven times previously.

Vllied Headquarters in North Africa. Aug. 28 (Af*)— 
ir Southern Italy’s entire railway system has been disorganized 
by relentless Allied bombings, with train traffic brought al­ 
most to a standstill, it was disclosed at headquarters today, 
The railroad* are a kingpin in Italy’s defenses. 
The announcement followed a heavy blast by U. S. Flying 
Fortresses yesterday at railroad yards at Sulmona nearly 
IOO miles east of Rome for the first time, and Mitchell bomber 
attacks on congested freight yards and locomotive works at 
Benevento near Naples. 
• 
At the same time, American B-26 Marauders boughed the 
rail yards at Caserta also in Naples vicinity, and light and 
medium bombers including A-36 fighter bombers attacked 
targets at Catanzaro, Sibari, Cetraro and Paola. 
20 Enemy Planes Shot Down 
Enemy fighter resistance increased over the vital rail 
centers, and 20 enemy planes were shot down, Allied head­ 
quarters declared. 
The worst beating was administered to the Germans by 
the Mitchells, which sent 16 Nazi planes crashing to the* 
ground out of a total of 40 to 50 fighters which sought to turn 
back the bombers and their P-38 escort. 
Almost two dozen fighters also pounced on the Fortresses 
Fred which likewise were escorted by Lightnings. 
In the Caserta attack, 36 to 45 fighters came up to inter­ 
cept the Marauders but they were driven off by Lightnings. 
The day’s operations also included attacks by Fighter- 
bombers on gun positions near Reggio Calabria from which 
the enemy has been shelling the Messina area of Sicily, and 
RAF Wellingtons followed up last night by pounding the 
freight yards at Salerno. 
All the day and night operations cost the Allies nine 
planet. 
-------------- - t The Fortresses concentrated their 
attack on Sulmona, vital link in 
Italy’s east coast rail line extending 
down to the heel and toe, in 12 
minutes, dropping many tons of 
high explosives on the freight yards, 
munition stores, locomotive sheds, 
repair shops, warehouses, railway 
I cars and the station.
